26. The Baggage and Camp Equipage of all Regimental Staff Officers to be valued as those of 
Subaltern Officers, and of Superintending Surgeons as those of Captain or Surgeon, being the rank 
in which the latter draw Batta and ‘Pentage.

31. The Subordinate Medical Establishment being supplied with Camp Equipage and Carriage, 
by the Commissariat Department, the rules regarding compensation for those Equipments, are only 
applicable to them, when not so supplied and an actual loss occurs of their own property.

Those on the Grand Trunk Road, and not at a Post

building is determined by the locality, and greater or 
lesser resort of Travellers to 1t. 


The most trustworthy Servant at each Bungalow 1s to 
have charge of a Book with Columns in it, of which the

2. Every European Traveller and every Traveller by 
Dik, whether a Native or European, can claim shelter 
for 24 hours in a Staging Bungalow on paying a Fee of 
One Rupee. Two Rupees become due for twenty five, 
three Rupees for forty-nine hours’ occupancy, and so on. 
No charge will be made for Children under 14 years of 
age, 

In conformity with the orders of the Right Honor- 
able the Governor General, Post Masters are required 
to obtain payment from every person, who may take 


shelter in a Staging Bungalow, whether travelling at the 
Public expence or not, 


Officers commanding Troops, or other Gentlemen 
marching, who du not wish to enter a Bungalow, are 
requested not to pitch Tents in the enclosure, since by 
doing so, they may incommode occupants, or prevent 
Travellers from availing themselves of the building. 


Whoever declines to use a Bungalow, but causes the 
Servants to work for him, or gets provisions cooked in 
the kitchen, must pay as if he occupied one of the 
rooms, 


The Bookkeeper is to be provided with two Books, 
he will send one of them with the amount of collections 
for the mouth preceding on the first of every month, 
using the other at the Bungalow. 


This person, who must be able to write, is besides to 
keep a Journal of his own, noting the hour of every 
Traveller's arrival and departure, and the sum he ways, 
which the Post Master is to compare with the entries in 
the Book. 


In Bungalows on the standard plan, that is in which 
there are two rooms, two dressing aitd two bathing 
rooms; one room, one dressing, sa one bathing room 
are allotted to Ladies, the other rooms and a bath-room 
to male ‘Travellers,

The Khidmutgar at each Bungalow will cook an 
provision furnished by Travellers, but those who employ 
lum to supply eatables must submit to his terms, 


Travellers are expected to bring their own Table 
Linen, when they do not, the Khidmutgar is directed 
to spread a Napkin about 2 feet square before each per- 
son: the Napkin is not to be used a second time until 
it has been washed and ironed. The Post Master will 
punish the servants whenever he discovers that thev 
neglect to keep every thing in the Bungalow, and con- 
nected with it, perfectly clean. 

Whoever breaks or injures any thing will pay for the 
same. ‘he Servants are immediately to report when 
an article becomes unserviceable, and get it replaced, 

Tatties are provided during the hot-winds, but an 
establishment to water them being entertained only 
when wanted; the Traveller who choses to order it must 
defray the expence in addition to other charges. 

The buildings as such are kept in order by the Exe. 
cutive Officers, the Post Masters reporting to them 
whenever repairs are necessary.

NOTICE TO MARINERS. 


SaininG Instructions as a guide when Ships or 
Vessels are on the Coast of Orixa, or off the SANTA: 
PILLAY ROCKS. 


1. Whereas a recent survey of the SANTAPILLAY 
ROCKS under the direction of Lieutenant Fell, I. Nw 
aud a further inspection thereof, by the Master At- 
tendant, on the 6th instant, clearly prove that those 
Rocks comprise one of the most deacons shoals in 
the Indian Seas, and as no well defined land-mark 
has hitherto been notified for the purpose of indieati 
their locality, and warning Conianders of Ships an 
Vessels of their near approach to those Rooks, i is 
therefore expedient to publish the following remarks 

;

for the guidance of all Mariners who may navigate 
the Coast of Orixa, and the Bay of Bengal. 
3, The Santapillay Rocks are in 
Latitude 17° 59' 25" N, 
Longitude 83° 47’ 37” EB, 
and are distant from the Coast between 5 and 6 miles. 
They are about ten fect under water, steep too on all 
aides, and their extent 13 not beyond 200 yards in 
length. When there is but little wind and a smooth 
sea, this Shoal presents no indication by broken or dis- 
colored water, as Lieutenant Fell, when in search of it 
during very fine weather, brought the Surveying Brig 
“Kristna’” to anchor within 100 yards of the Rocks 
before he could observe the slightest appearance of a 
Shoal. He then proceeded m one of that Vessel's 
boats over the Rocks, and found 104 feet on the shallow- 
est part; ou the Eastern side 7 and 10 fathoms; and 
on the Western limit 10) fathoms rocky bottom. 


3. The Master Attendant surveyed the Santapillay 
Rocks in the Hl. C.’s Steam Vessel “Hugh Lindsay,” 
_on the 6th instant, during fine weather; and with a 
moderate breeze froin S. W. and a ground swell, the 
breakers were clearly discerned from the mast-head at 
the distance of 6 or 7 m¥es bearing due Sonth, and 
Santapillay Peak bearing W. b. N. in 7 fathoms, off 
shore about 2 iniles. The breakers were coon after 
seen from the deck; and at [1 h. 45 m, A. M. when 
the Reef, which broke with considerable force, bore 
from 8. 56’? B to S. 57° KE. and Santapitiay Peak was 
bearing N. 43° W., the “ Hngh Lindsay” was anchor- 
ed in 9} fathoms, coarse sand and shells, distant from 
the reef 2 miles; and from the Coast 3) miles——Lati- 
tude by an indifferent observation 18” oN, 

4. Two boats were sent under Captain Crawford, to 
examine the reef, and they carried regular soundings 
from the Steamer of 9, nnd 94 fathoms, until within a 
quarter of a mile, and in less than 100 yards of the 
breakers, where they found 10} and 10; fathoms rocky

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bottom. The breakers were too high to admit of the 
boats crossing over the reef; but Captain Crawford 
pulled round it, and gave ay his opinion that the Shoal, 
whieh lies N. N. Wand 8. S. E. is in circamference 
about a quarter of mile, with 10 fathoms all round, 
very close to the rocks. From the “ Tugh Lindsay” 
the breakers seemed to extend the length af 200 yards. 


9 ‘The inner channel is safe for Ships and Vessels 
of every class, as soundings of 5 fathoms within a mile 
of the Coast, and 9} fathoms within 2 of a mile of the 
Rocks, afford a clear space of nearly four miles in 
breadth. , 


6. In fair weather and whe: the Peak of Santapillay 
is visible. that lofty and remarkable land-mark affords 
an infallible guide to the true position of the Santapillay 
Rocks. This Peak is at least 2,000 feet above the level 
of the Sea, and presents a striking contrast to all the 
hills in its vicinity, It bears N. 50° W. from the 
Rocks, and the base of the mountain is not mare than 
7 or 8 miles from the Coast. 


7. But mn thick weather when no well defined land- 
mark is discernible, then it becomes absolutely necessary 
to approach the Coast between Ganjam and Vizagapatam, 
with yreat care and caution. Change of current, and 
the absence of all means, by night or day, of obtaining 
a stugle observation may, without strict and unremitting 
attention to soundings, place a Ship or Vessel in immi- 
nent peri) close to, or upon the Santapillay Rocks, 
which should not be approached from the Eastward, by 
day or niht, under 17 fathoms.

Officers commanding Troops, or other Gentlemen 
marching, who do not wish to enter a Bungalow, are 
requested not to pitch Tents in the enclosure, since by 
dning so, they may incommode occupants, or prevent 
Tiavellers from availing themselves of the building. 


Whoever declines to use a Bungalow, but causes the 
Servants to work for him, or gets provisions cooked in 
the kitchen, must pay as if he occupied one of the 
rooms, ' 


The Book-keeper is to be provided with two Books, 
he will send one of them with the amount of collections 
for the month preceding on the first of every month, 
using the other at the Bungalow. 


This person, who must be able to write, is besides to 
keep a Journal of his own, noting the hour of evéry 
Traveller's arrival and departure, and the sum he pays, 
which the Post Master is to compare with the entries in 
the Book. 


In Bungalows on the standard plan, that is in which 
there are two rooms, two dressing and two bathing 
rooms; one room, one dressing, and one bathing room 
are allotted to Ladies, the other rooms and a bath-room 
to male Travellers.

Satnina Instructions as a guide when Ships or 
Vessels are on the Cuast of Orixa, or off the SANTA- 
PILLAY ROCKS. 


1. Whereas a recent survey of the SANTAPILLAY 
ROCKS under the direction of Lieatenant Fell, I. N,, 
and a further inspection thereof, by the Master At- 
‘endant, on the 6th instant, clearly prove that those 

ths comprise one of the most ea shoals in 
Me Indian Seas, and as no well defined land-mark 
a: hitherto been notified for the purpose of indicating 

it locality, and warning Commanders of Ships and 
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Vessels of their near approach to those Rocks, it is 
therefore expedient v9 publish the following remarks 
for the guidance of at! Mariners who may navigate 
the Coast of Orixa, and the Bay of Bengal. 


2. The Santapillay Rocks are 


Latitude 17° 59° 25" N, 
Longitude 83° 47° $7" KE, 


and are distant from the Coast between 4 and 6 miles. 
They are about ten feet under water, steep too on all 
sides, and their extent is not beyond 200 yards in 
length. When there is but httle wind and a smooth 
sea, this Shoal presents no indication by broken or dis- 
colored water, as Lieutesant Fell, when in search of it 
during very fine weather, brougit the Surveying Brig 
“ Kristna’’ to anchor within 100 yards ef the Rocks 
hefore he could observe the slightest appearance of a 
Shoal. fe then proceeded m= one of that Vessel’s 
boats over the Rocks, and found 104 feet on the shoalest 
part, on the Eastern side 7 and 10 fathoms; and on 
the Western limit 10} fathoms rocky bottom.

3. The Master Attendant surveyed the Santapillay 
Rocks in the TH. C's Steam Vessel ‘Hugh Lindsay,” 
on the 6th instant, during fine weather; and with a 
moderate breeze from S. W. and a ground swell, the 
breakers were clearly discerned from the mast-head at 
the distance of 6 or 7 miles bearing due South, and 
Santapillay Peak bearmg W. b. N. in 7 fathoms, off 
shore about 2 mules. The breakers were soon after 
seen from the dech; and at 1] h. 45 m. A. M. when 
the Reef, which broke with considerable force, bore 
from 8S. 96? KB oto S 57° EF. and Santapiliay Peak was 
bearing N 13° W., the “ Tinugh Lindsay” was anchor- 
ed in 9! fathoins, coarse sand and shells, distant from 
the reef 2 miles; and from the Coast 3! miles—Lati- 
tude by an indifferent observation 18° 1 N. 


4. Two boats were sent under Captain Crawford, to 
eanmine the reef, and they carried regular soundings 
from the Steamer of 9, and 9} fathoms, until within a 
quarter of amie, and in less than 100 yards of the 
breakers, where they found 103 and 10} fathoms rocky 
bottom. The breakers were too high to admit of the 
boats crossing over the reef; but Captain Crawford 
pulled round it, and gave as his opinion that the Shoal, 
which hes N. N. W. and S. S. E. is in circumference 
about a quarter of mile, with 10 fathoms all round, 
very close to the rocks. From the “ Hagh Lindsay” 
the breakers seemed to extend the length of 200 yards. 


5. The inner channel is safe for Ships and Vessels 
of every class, as soundings of 5 fathoms within a mile 
of the Coast, and 92 fathoms within | of a mile of the 
Rocks, afford a clear space of nearly four miles in 
breadth, 


6. In fair weather and when the Peak of Santapillay 
is visible, that lofty and remarkable land-mark affords 
an infallible guide to the true position of the Santapillay 
Rocks. This Peak is at least 2,000 feet above the level 
of the Sea, and presents a striking contrast to all the 
hills in its vicimty. It bears N. 50° W. from the 
Rocks, and the base of the mountain is not more than 
7 or § miles from the Coast. 


7. But in thick weather when no well defined land- 
mark is discernible, then it becomes absolutely necessary 
to approach the Coast between Ganjam and Vizagapatam, 
with great cure and caihon, Change of current, and 
the absence of all means, by might or day, of obtaining 
a single observation may, without strict and unremitting 
attention to soundings, place a Ship or Vessel in immi- 
nent peril close to, or upon the Santapillay Rocks, 
which shouid not be approached from the Eastward, by 
day or night, under 17 fathoms,

1, The Establishment Furniture and management 
of Staging Bungalows are generally under the Post Mas- 
ters, who reside nearest them. 


Those on the Grand Trunk Road, and not at a Post

building is determined by the locality, and greater or 
lesser resort of Travellers to it. 


The most trustworthy Servant at each Bungalow is to 
have charge of a Book with Columns in it, of which the 
heading indicates where Travellers are to write down the 
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sums which they pay, and the dates of their arrival and 
departure.

2. Every Enropean Traveller and every Traveller by 
Dak, whether e Native or European, can claim shelter 
for 24 hours in a Staging Bungalow on paying a Fee of 
One Rupee. Two Rupees become due for twenty five, 
three Rupees for forty-nme hours’ vceupancs, and 90 on. 
No charge will be made for Clildren under 11 years of 
age. 

In conformity with the orders of the Right Fonor- 
able the Governor General, Post Masters are required 
to obtain payment from every person, who may take 
shelter in a Staging Buugalow, whether travelling at the 
Pabhe expence or not. 

Officers commandmg Troops, or other Gentlemen 
marching, who do not wish to enter a Bungalow, are 
requested not to piteh Tents in the enclosure, since by 
domg so, they may incommode occupants, or prevent 
Travellers from availing themselves of the building. 

Whoever declines to use a Bungalow, but causes the 
Servants to work for him, or pets provisions cooked in 
the kitchen, must pay as if he oceupied one of the 
rooms, 

The Book-keeper is tobe provided with two Books, 
he will send one of them with the amount of collections 
for the month preceding on the first of every month, 
using the other at the Bungalow. 

This person, who must be sble to write, is besides to 
keep a Journal of his own, noting the hour of every 
Jraveller’s arnval and departure, and the sum he pays, 
which the Post Master is to compare with the entries in 
the Book 

In Bungalows on the standard plan, that is in which 
there are two rooms, two dressing and two bathing 
rooms; one room, one dressing, and one bathing room 
are allotted to Ladies, the other rooms and a bath-room 
to male Travellers. 

In Bungalows in which there is a centre common 
room, the private rooms will be allotted according to 
priority of arrival, one-half the accommodation being re- 
served, if necessary, for Ladies. Travellers arriving 
after all the private rooms are oecumed will have the use 
of the common 100m and a bathing room. 

No person can claim shelter in a Staging Bungalow 
for more than 24 hours; after the expiration of that 
period, he 1s bound to remove, if called on to do so, by 
another Traveller. 

The Khidmutgar at each Bungalow will cook any 
provision furnished by T'ravellers, but those who employ 
him to supply eatables must submit to his terms. 

Travellers are expected to bring their own Table 
Linen, when they do not, the Khidmutgar is directed 
to spread a Napkin about 2 feet square before each per- 
gon: the Napkin iy not to be used a second time until 
it has been washed aud ironed. The Post Master will 
punish the servants whenever he discovers that they 
neglect to keep every thing in the Bungalow, and con- 
nected with it, perfectly clean. 

Whoever breaks or injures any thing will pay for the 
same. The Servants are immediately to report when 
an article becomes unserviceable, and get it replaced. 

Tatties are provided during the hot-winds, but an 
establishment to water them being entertained only 
when wanted ; the Traveller who choses to order it must 
defray the expence in addition to other charges. 

The buildings as such are kept in order by the Exe- 
ecutive Officers, the Post Masters reporting to them 
whenever repairs are necessary,

NOTICE TO MARINERS. 


Sarntnc INSTRUCTIONS as a guide when Ships °° 
Vessels are on the Coast of Orixa, or off the SANTA- 
PILLAY ROCKS. 


1. Whereas a recent survev of the SANTAPILLA} 
ROCKS under the direction of Lieutenant Fell, I. 4. 
and a further inspection thereof, by the Master At- 
tendant, on the 6th instant, clearly prove that those 
Rocks comprise one of the most dangerous shoals 35 
the Indian Seas, and as no well defined land-marh 
has hitherto been notified for the purpose of indicative 
their locality, and warning Commanders of Ships a0 
Vessels of their near approach to those Rocks, it 1S 
therefore expedient to publish the following remarks 
for the guidance of all Mariners who may navigate 
the Coast of Orixa, and the Bay of Bengal. 


2. The Santapillay Rocks are in , 
Latitude 17° 59 25” N. 
Longitude83° 47 37” E. 
and are distant from the Const between-5 and 6 oat 


They are about ten feet under water, stee pit in 
sides, and their extent is not beyond 200 ys" 
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length. When there is but little wind and a smooth 
sea, this Shoal presents no indication by broken or dis- 
colored water, as Lieutenant Fell, when in search of it 
during very fine weather, brought the Surveying Brig 
«Kristna” to anchor within 100 yards of the Rocks 
before he could observe the slightest appearance of a 
Shoal. He then proceeded in one of that Vessel’s 
boats over the Rocks, and found 103 feet on the shoalest 
part; on the Eastern side 7 and 10 fathoms, and on 
the Western limit 10} fathoms rocky bottom. 


3. The Master Attendant surveyed the Santapillay 
Rocks in the H. C.’s Steam Vessel “ Hugh Lindsay,” 
on the 6th instant, during fine weather; and with a 
moderate breeze from S, W. and a ground swell, the 
breakers were clearly discerned from the mast-head at 
the distance of 6 or 7 miles bearing due South, and 
Santapillay Peak bearing W. b. N. in 7 fathoins, off 
shore about 2 miles. The breakers were soon after 
seen from the deck; and at 1} h. 45 m. A. M. when 
the Reef, which broke with considerable force, bore 
from 8S. 56° EK, to 8. 57° E. and Santapillay Peak was 
bearing N. 43° W., the “ Tfugh Lindsay” was anchor- 
ed in 9} fathoms, coarse sand and shells, distant from 
the reef 2 miles; and from the Coast 32 > miles—Lati- 
tude by an indifferent observation 18° 1! N. 


4%" Two boats were sent under Captain Crawford, to 
examine the reef, and they carried regular soundings 
from the Steamer of 9, and 94 fathoms, until within a 
quarter of a mile, and in Jess than 100 vards of the 
breakers, where they found 103 and 10 fathoms rocky 
bottom. ‘The breakers were too high to admit of the 
boats crossing over the reef, but Captain Crawford 
pulled round it, and gave as his opimon that the Shoal, 
winch lies N. N. W.and S. S. EB. 28 in circumference 
about a quarter of mile, with 10 fathoins all round, 
very close to the rocks. From the “ Hugh Lindsay” 
the breakers seemed to eatend the length of 200 yards. 


§. The inner channel is safe for Ships aid Vessels 
of every class, as soundings of 5 fathoms Within a mile 
of the Coast, and 9! fathoms within { of a mile of the 
Rocks, afford a clear space of nearly four miles in 
breadth. 

6. In fair weather and when the Peak of Santapillay 
is visible, that lofty and remarkable land-mark affords 
an infallible guide to the true position of the Santapilay 
Rocks This Peak 1s at least 2,000 feet above the level 
of the Sea, and presents a striking contrast to all the 
hills in its vicinity. It bears N50’ W. from the 
Rocks, and the base of the mountain is not more than 
7 or 8 miles from the Coast. 


7. But in thick weather when no well defined Jand- 
mark is discermble, then it becomes absolutcly necessary 
to approach the Coast between Ganjam and Vizagapatam, 
with great care and cantion, Change of current, and 
the absence of all means, by night or day, of obtainmg 
a single observation may, without strict and unremitong 
attention to soundings, place a Ship or Vessel in immi- 
nent pert close to, or upon the Santapillay Rocks, 
which should not be approached from the Kastwaid, by 
day or night, under 17 fathoms.

In conformity with the orders of the Right Honor- 
able the Governor General, Post Masters are require 
to obtain payment from every person, who may take 
shelter in a Staginz Bungalow, whether travelling a che 
Public expence or not. 
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Officers commanding Troops, or other Gentlemen 
marching, who do not wish to enter a Bungalow, are 
requested not to pitch Tents In the enclosure, since by 
doing so. they may incommode occupants, or prevent 
Travellers from availing themselves of the building. 

Whoever declines to use a Bungalow, but causes the 
Servants to work for him, or gets provisions cooked in 
the kitchen, must pay as if he occupied one of the 

rooms. 

The Book-keeper is to be provided with two Books, 
he will send one of them with the amount of collections 
tor the month preceding on the first of every month, 
using the other at the Bungalow. 

This person, who must be able to write, is besides to 
heep & Journal of his own, noting the hour of every 
Traveller's arrival and departure, and the sum he pays, 
which the Post Master is to compare with the entries in 
the Book. 

In Bungalows on the standard plan, that is in which 
there are two rooms, two dressing and two bathing 
roons ; one room, one dressing, and one bathing room 
are allotted to Ladies, the other rooms and a bath-room 
to male Travellers. 

In Bungalows in which there is a centre common 
room, the private rooms will be allotted according to 
pone one-half the accommodation being re- 
served, if ne@®ssary, for Ladies. Travellers arriving 
after all the private rooms ave sceupied will have the use 
oi the common room and a bathing room. 

No person can claim shelter ina Staging Bungalow 
for more than 24 hours; after the expiration of that 
period, he is bonnd to remove, if called on to do so, by 
auother Traveller. 

The Khidinutgar at each Bungalow will cook any 
srovision furnished by Travellers, but those who employ 
es to supply eatables must submit to his terms. 

Travellers are expected to bring their own Table 
Linen, when they do not, the Khidmutgar is dingcted 
to spread a Napkin about 2 feet square before cach per- 
son: the Napkin is not to be used a second &me until 
it has been washed and ironed. The Post Master will 
punish the servants whenever he discovers that they 
neylect to keep every thing in the Bungalow, and con- 
nected with it, perfectly clean. 

Whoever breaks or injures any thing will pay for the 
same. ‘I'he Servants are immediately to report when 
an article becomes unserviceable, and get it replaced. 

Tatties are provided during the hot-winds, but an 
establishment to water them being entertained only 
when wanted; the ‘Traveller who choses to order it must 
detray the expence in addition to other chaiges. 

The buildings as such are kept in order by the Exe- 
cutive Officers, the Post Masters reporting to them 
whenever repairs are neccssary.

NOTICE TO MARINERS. 


SaruinG Insrrvucrions as a guide when Ships or 
Vessels are on the Coast of Orixa, or off the SAN’TA- 
PILLAY ROCKS, 

1. Whereas a recent survey of the SANTAPILLAY 
ROCKS under the direction of Lieutenant Fell, I. N., 
and a further inspection thereof, by the Master At- 
tendant, on the 6th instant, clearly prove that those 
Rocks comprise one of the most dangerous shoals in 
the Indian Seas, and as no well defined Jand-mark 
has hitherto been notified for the purpose of indicating 
their locality, and warning Commanders of Ships and 
Vessels of their near approach to those Rocks, it is 
therefore expedient to publish the following remarks 
for the guidance of all Mariners who may navigate 
the Coast of Orixa, and the Bay of Bengal. 


2. The Santapillay Rocks are in 


Latitude 17° 49! 25" N, 

Longitude 83° $7’ 37” E. 
and are distant from the Coast between 5 and 6 miles. 
They are about ten feet under water, steep tuo on all 
sides, and their eatent is not beyond 200 yards in 
length. When there is but little wind and a smooth 
sea, this Shoal presents no indication by bfoken or dis- 
coloured water, as Lieutenant Fell, when in search of it 
during very fine weather, brought the Surveying Brig 
«* Kristoa” to anchor within 100 yards of the Rocks 
before he could observe the slightest appearance of a 
Shoal. fle then proceeded in one of that Vessel’s 
boats over the Rocks, and found 104 feet on the shoalest 
part; on the Eastern side 7 and 10 fathoms; and on 
the Western limit 10} fathoms rocky bottom. 


3. The Master Attendant surveyed the Santapillay 
Rocks in the H. C.’s Steam Vessel “ Hugh Lindsay,” 
on the 6th instant, during fine weather; and with a 
moderate breeze from S. W. and a ground swell, the 
breakers were clearly discerned from the mast-head at 
the distance of 6 or 7 miles bearing due South, and 
Santapillay Peak bearing W. b. N. in 7 fathoms, off 
shore about 2 miles. The breakers were soon after 
seen from the deck; and at 11h. 45 m. A. M. when 
the Reef, which broke with considerable force, bore 
from 9, 56° E. to 8. 57° E. and Santapillay Peak was 
bearing N. 43° W., the “ Hugh Lindsay” was anchor- 
ed in 9} fathoms, coarse sand and shells, distant from 
tthe reef 2 miles; and trom the Coast 3) miles—Lat.- 
ude by au indifferent observation 18° 1° N. 
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4. Two boats were sent under Captain Crawford, to 
examine the reef, and they carried regular soundings 
trom the Steamer of 9, and 94 fathoms, until within a 
quarter of a mile, and in less than 100 yards of the 
breakers, where they found 10} and 104 fathoms rocky 
bottom. The breakers were too high to admit of the 
boats crossing over the reef; but Captain Crawford 
pulled round it, and gave as his opinion that the Shoal, 
which lies N. N. W. and 8, S. E. is in circumference 
about a quarter of mile, with 10 fathoms all round, 
very close to the rocks. From the “ {ugh Lindsay”’ 
the breakers seemed to extend the leagth of 200 yards. 


5. The inner channel is safe for Ships and Vessels 
of every class, as soundings of 5 fathoms within a mile 
of the Coast, and 9} fathoms within } of a mile of the 
Rocks, affordea clear space of nearly four miles in 
breadth. 


6. In fair weather and when the Peak of Santapillay 
is visible, that lofty and remarkable land-mark affords 
an infallible gnide to the true position of the Santapillay 
Rocks. This Peak 1s at least 2,000 feet above the level 
of the Sea, and presents a striking contrast to all the 
hills in its viciutty. It bears N. 450° W. from the 
Rocks, and the base of the mountain is not more than 
7 or 8 miles from the Coast. - 


7, But in thick weather when no well defined land- 
mark is discernible, then it becomes absolutely necessary 
to approach the Coast between Ganjam and Vizagapatam, 
with great care and caution. Change of current, and 
the absence of all means, by night or day, of obtaming 
a single observation may, without strict and unremitting 
attention to soundings, place a Ship or Vessel in Imm. 
nent peril close to, or upon the Santapillay Rocks, 
which should not be approached from the Eastward, by 
day or mght, under 17 fathoms.
